the 
Polynesian, 
and 
both 
vessels were backing from each other.

seven minutes from the time he felt the shock 
to the time the Cynthia sank. 
Captain Tay­ 
lor was on the bridg e with the pilot, and the 
Cynthia was on the proper side o f the River. 
Mr. Coates believes something went wrong 
with the steering g ear of the Polynesian, as 
otherwise it could hardly haveg one so astray, 
or that it was being steered from the stern in­ 
stead o f from the bridg e, which he consid­ 
ers vcrv dang erous. 
The Cynthia was be­ 
ing steered from the bridg e. 
There is a dang erous curve in the channel. 
Throug h 
some 
misunderstanding o f the 
"Rule" o f 
the Road” the Polynesian was 
broug ht into collision with the Cvnthia, 
striking it on the port bow and causing such 
a g ap in its side as to sink it in a few minutes. 
W hen the Cynthia struck bottom there was 
a report like that of a cannon and a shock 
that made window panes shiver and chim­ 
ney’s tumble down. 
Thoug h the people on 
the Polynesian must have been aware of the 
dang er wroug ht, the vessel never stopped to 
tender aid.

the Committee it was considered best that 
sueli a request coming from so many Presby­ 
teries should not he ig nored, yet the Commit­ 
tee thoug ht that either they or the Assembly 
should not take action on the matter at the 
present time. 
They sug g ested that a com­ 
munication he addressed to each one o f the 
Presbyteries under the control of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, asking them if they desired a 
revision o f the Confession, and if. so, to what 
ex tent. The matter was made a special order 
for 
Chicag o 
tee 
They had 531 American missionaries em­ 
ployed in the foreig n field, o f whom seven 
had (iied during the year. Including natives, 
1,741 foreig n missionaries were supported by 
them altog ether. 
In the schools they had 
27,394 pupils and 25.348 communicants in 
their churches. 3,067ctthe latter having been 
added during last year. Their income for ihis 
year amounted to $ 851,415 or $ 49,964 less 
than last year. The Rev. Dr. J olm Gillespie, 
one o f the Secretaries,of the Board o f Foreig n 
Missions, and the Rev. Dr. 11.

Montakai., May 22.—Tlie steamships Cyn­ 
thia nnd Polynesian have been in collision 
near Long Point, 12 miles east of Montreal. 
Eight lives in all were lost.

Som e Talk on R evising the Ai tleles of the 
Confession of Eaitb.

N ew -Y ork, May 22.—The attendance was 
larger to day than usual at the meeting of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly. The report 
of the Committee on Fraternal Co-operatiou 
in Christian Work was presented by the Rev. 
Dr. Smith. It dealt with the co-operation in 
Church work between the Northern and 
Southern churches. 
A minority report, 
signed by Judge S. M. Breckinridge, was 
said to have been prepared, but as he was not 
present, the whole matter was put over un­ 
til Thursday next. The Rev. Dr.Thompson, 
Chairman of the Committee on Bills and 
Overtures, reported that the Committee had 
received overtures from 15 Presbyteries, ask­ 
ing that revisions lie made in the Articles of 
the Confession of Faith. In tlie opinion of 
the Committee it was considered best that 
such a request coming from so many Presby­ 
teries should not be ignored, yet the Commit­ 
tee thought that either they or the Assembly 
should not take action on the matter at the 
present time. They suggested that a com­ 
munication he addressed to each one of the 
Presbyteries under the control of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, asking them if they desired a 
revision of the Confession, and if. so, to what 
extent. Tlie matter was made a special orh r 
for Friday next. Dr. M. Wolsey .Striker, of 
Chicago. Chairman of the Standing Commit­ 
tee on Foreign Missions, made his report. 
They had 531 American missionaries em­ 
ployed in the foreign field, of whom seven 
had died during the year. Including natives, 
1,741 foreign missionaries were supported by 
them altogether. In the schools they had 
27,394 pupils and 25,346 communicants in 
their churches. 3,067 ot tlie latter having been 
added during last year. Their income for iliis 
year amounted to $851,415 or $49,964 less 
than last year. The Rev. Dr. Jolm Gillespie, 
one of the Secretarics.of the Board of Foreign 
Missions, and the Rev. Dr. 11. H. Fulton, of 
Philadelphia, made earnest appeals to tlie As­ 
sembly to raise the contribution to the 
Foreign Missions to $1,000,0(10 a year. The 
report of the committee which recommended 
that $1,000,0(H) a year be raised for the support 
of Foreign Missions and that Sunday Schools 
be asked to contribute more largely was 
adopted.

It giv es u s special satis­ 
factio n to po int to the pro mliient part which the 
members o f this asso ciatio n hav e taken in the co n­ 
test whicn was fo rced u po n u s. This asso ciatio n 
has bo rne its share o f the bu rdens and has m ateri­ 
al! v co ntribu ted to ward co mpassing the defeat o f 
Warner Miller. 
It is quite ev ident from the first sentence 
bere quoted that the liquor dealers regard 
tbeir trade as wholly respectable, and quite 
as honorable and unexceptionable as the sell­ 
ing of dry goods, the manufacture of fann­ 
ing implements, or the instruction of chil­ 
dren. 
It is a “ lawful calling,” lienee it is 
entitled to all the rights and priv ileges of any 
other calling. 
On this ground the trade 
takes its position, and the logical conclusion 
must be its release into full liberty and the 
abandonment of the license system, as un­ 
justly discriminativ e against an honorable 
pursuit. 
W e infer that this is what the traf­ 
fic is fighting for—free rum. 
This is why it 
resists all measures to tax it more equably, in 
proportion to the taxes paid tv other busi­ 
ness interests. 
And those who do not accept 
this v iew are narrow minded and fanatical in 
their opposition. 
On the other side are people who believ e 
that the liquor trade is an ev il that should be 
restrained. 
They contend that the fact that 
it is legalized does not lift it to a moral lev el 
with other trades, does not make it respect­ 
able and honorable. 
They recall the fact 
that the slav e trade was once legalized, but so 
far did it fail of maintaining its respectability 
in popular opinion that the laws began to 
take form against it, and to make tbeir pen 
alties more and more sev ere, until men were 
bung for doing the v ery work that enjoyed 
the sanction of law when they first engaged 
in it. 
In like manner slav ery has giv en way 
to an improv ed moral sentiment, and ev en 
Mormon polygamy is beginning to yield. 
In 
some cities the licensing of the social ev il has 
liecn tried, but the strongest opponents of the 
system were the liquor dealers, because they 
found that legalization lifted the business to 
the same plane of respectability as their own- 
From all of which wc may conclude that no 
system of license or of legalization “ car 
blazon cv il'deeds or consecrate a crim e.” 
The associations of liquor dealers who giv e 
direction to the sentiment that prev ails in 
their business are short-sighted if they do not 
see the tendency of the times, and endeuv or 
to av ert the fate that has ov ertaken other 
practices once legalized which were found 
to indict harm upon the community. 
Their 
highest interest demauds that they make their 
business honorable and safe, by conducting 
it not ouly in strict conformity to law, but 
with duo regard to that moral sentiment 
among the people which makes law. 
High 
license offered the trade the opportunity to 
elev ate itself in the esteem of the v ery people 
who hold for it the strongest dislike. 
It 
would 
cut 
out 
the 
cheap, 
nasty and 
v icious 
saloons, 
more 
pernicious 
in 
their 
moral 
influence 
than 
any 
other 
resorts 
of 
v ice and crime. 
The 
high license campaign was not aimed at 
“ honest men of small means” who are en­ 
gaged iu the liquor business. 
Very few of 
these men are honest. 
That man is not hon­ 
est who v iolates any rule of the law—who 
opens his place on Sunday, sells to minors or 
habitual drunkards, or retails 
spirituous 
drinks when bis license permits only the 
milder sort. 
He may hav e little respect for 
the law: he may feel that it is the product of 
narrow-mindedness and fanaticism; lie may 
regard his business as equal iu honor to that 
of liis neighbor who is permitted to sell flour 
at ull hours and to ev erybody; but the law 
was made for him to obey whether it suits 
him or not, and judged by this standard v ery 
few of the dealers of “ small means” are hon­ 
est. 
And until the licenses of men who v io­ 
late the law are taken away, the trade cannot 
truthfully lay claim to respectability or pro­ 
claim itself a “ lawful calling.” 
The liquor trade lias ev entually got to go, 
just as piracy and slav ery hav e gone, but it 
can prolong its existence many years by an 
honest endeav or to keep ev en pace with pub­ 
lic sentiment. 
High license has placed the 
trade on an immeasurably higher moral, 
social and business lev el in Pennsylv ania than 
it has ev er reached in this state. 
And high 
license will keep the trade in existence in 
Pennsylv ania long after it has been swept 
away in this state by a Prohibition wav e, if 
it continues the arrogance with which a lit­ 
tle transient success has inspired it, and of 
which we are giv en a snmple in the quotation 
which forms the text of this article. 


WHISKEY AND RATTLESNAKES. 


Johu McConnell, the Pennsylv ania snake 
xhibitor who was bitten in the hand by one 
f his pet rattlers while giv ing an exhibition 
a N ew York last Mouday, is getting well- 
le had shown such familiarity and fearless- 
ess among his v enomous companions, tw ist- 
ag them about his Deck and limbs, thrusting 
is hands into huge nests and grasping them 
[Highly, and playing other fool hardy tricks, 
bat the accident could hardly been a sur- 
rise. 
The 
snake which bit 
him 
was 
le mother of a brood of young ones from 
rhich he had separated her sev eral hours be- 
>re,causing her to become angry. A spectator 
illed for this mother and be caught her and 
eld her up. 
Then another asked for “ that 
ellow snake ov er there,” and this also was 
ulled out from a coiled mass of reptiles. As 
e lifted up the lutter, he unfortunately 
rouglitthe hand that held it within reach of 
ie snake that was graped in the other, and 
ie latter at once fastened her fangs in the 
reflnger. 
McConnell sprang from the cage, 
eked the wound a little, bathed it with a 
eparation that he carries, and hastened to 
a 
ioon, where he drank a copious draught of 
lisky. 
On his way home he consulted a 
ysician who cauterized the wouud. When 
reached his house he began to drink gin, 
he had no whisky. 
The hand had swelled to 
ice its natural size, the wound turned pur- 
, and during the whole of Mouday 
night 
v as delirious. Yesterday morning, while yet 


crazed, he got up and went to the museum, 
where he plunged his* hand in among the 
snakes and seized the one that had bit him, 
ev idently bent ou punishing her. 
He was 
persuaded by attendants to drop her and re­ 
turn home. 
The physician then curtailed his 
ratiors to six tablespoonfuls of whisky per 
hour. 
During the afternoon McConnell lay 
in a stupor, but the doctor attributed this ef 
feet to the whisky rather than to the poison. 
Last night he was greatly improv ed, and was 
pronounced In a fair way to recov ery. W his­ 
ky had triumphed ov er the snake bite. 
It is 
important, howev er, to state the fact that the 
young man is entirely sober in his habits. 
A 
few months ago a person who was addicted 
to drunkenness was bitten by a rattlesnake 
and died, the whisky prescription producing 
no effect. 
• 
It would be of no use, of course, to quar­ 
rel with the strange human notion of amuse­ 
ment that enables a man to make a liv ing by 
exhibiting snakes. 
But the guardians of so­ 
ciety hav e a right to insist that before such 
reptiles are paraded before the public their 
fangs shall be extracted. There is no remedy 
if a spectator happens to get bitten who is 
already saturated with “ bug juice.” 


A LEGISLATIVE BLUNDER. 


The people of Brooklyn are excited ov er a 
v ery serious blunder committed by the Leg­ 
islature during the closing hours of the ses­ 
sion. 
Mr. Haggerty of that city had intro­ 
duced into the Assembly a constitutional 
amendment for the election of two additional 
Justices of the Supreme Court in the second 
judicial district, where they are undoubtedly 
needed,as Judge Brown was recently drafted 
into the second Court of Appeals and Judge 
Bartlett assigned to duty in New York. But 
when the bill reached the Senate it was 
amended to create two additional Judges in 
the first district and one in each of the o’her 
districts, making ten new offices in all. 
The 
Brooklyn newspapers insist that these new 
places are unnecessary, and that they were 
created to gratify the ambition of certain in­ 
fluential lawyers in different parts of the 
state. 
But whether this is true or not, the blunder 
complained of was in the omission to prop­ 
erly prov ide for the election of the additional 
Judges outside of the first and second dis­ 
tricts. 
As the amendment reads, it will per­ 
mit the people of these two districts to v ote 
for the election of ull 
the judges pro­ 
v ided for, those in Central, Northern and 
Western New York as well as in their own 
districts, but makes no prov ision for a v ote iu 
the other districts. 
If the amendment is 
adopted in its present shape it will authorize 
the people of two districts and residing chiefly 
in New York and Brooklyn to elect Judees 
for the whole state. 
The Legislature hav ing adjourned, there is 
now no remedy unless the Gov ernor calls it 
into extra session, which he is notjuclined to 
do. 
N ext winter the new Legislature can 
correct the blunder, but then the resolution 
will hav e to go ov er to the Legislature of 18 9 2 
to be passed upon a second time, and wdll not 
reach the people for ratification till the fall 
of that year. 
If the original amendment as 
introduced by Mr. 
Haggerty 
bad gone 
through without change, 
it 
cotlld 
hav e 
reached the people in the fall of 18 9 0. 
The 
blunder may, howev er, prov e a fortunate ac 
cident for the state at large. 
It will giv e the 
people of 
the interior districts lime to as­ 
certain whether an additional Judge iu each 
of these districts, at a salary of $7,200 a 
year, is an absolute necessity or not.

the national income was $600,000,000 a year; 
now it is $6,000.000,000. 
Then land was 
worth on the av erage $40 an acre; now it is 
worth $135. 
Then there were 10,000,000 
acres 
of 
wheat 
at 
11 
bushels 
an 
acre; 
now 
there 
are 
17,500,000 
acres 
at 
18 
bushels 
each. 
Then 
agri 
cultural labors got 13 cents a day; now they 
get 50 cents. 
Then it cost the gov ernment 
$22,500,000 to collect a rev enue of $135,000,- 
000; now it costs $3.500,000 to collect $600,- 
000,000. 
Indeed, almost the only item that 
shows no great change is that of direct taxa­ 
tion. which has risen from $726,000,000 only 
to $8 9 2,2<)0,000. 
Statistics arc usually dry 
reading, but these figures are juicy enough. 
They show that we hav e no monopoly of 
progress; our sister republic has her share, 
and a big one it is. 


No Sunday F olltics at th e W lilte IIou*e.

WHISKY AR ROG A XCt. 


The Liquor Dealers’ Association of New 
York has issued its annual address, and in it 
we find the 
following remarkable state­ 
ments : 


The tru th cannot be denied that in our limo no 
Other lawful calling In this free land of ours is *o 
persistently and unjustly denounced and hounded 
by a narrow m inded and fanatical opposition as the 
trade in which we areengaged. 
The opposition took 
form last fall In an organized effort to have the busi­ 
ne** of liquor telling concentrated In the bands of 
a few. and to establish a privileged class of liquor 
dealers by foisting upon the state a so-called high 
license law. 
As the champion of this movement ap ­ 
peared W arner Miller, the Republican candidate for 
Governor. 
The people of our state through the bal­ 
lot bo* have repudiated the contem plated injustice 
to drive from the business of dealing in liquor* hon 
est men of small mean*. 
It gives us special satis- 
factionto point to the prom inent part which the 
members of this association have taken in the con­ 
test w h itn w as forced upon us. 
This association 
has borne it* share of the burdens and has m a teri­ 
ally’ contributed toward com passing the defeat of 
W arner Miller. 
It is quite evident from the first sentence 
here quoted that tile liquor deniers regard 
their trade bs wholly respectable, and quite 
tis honorable and unexceptionable as the sell­ 
ing of d r y goods, the manufacture of farm 
ing implements, or the instruction of chil­ 
dren. 
It is a "lawful calling,” hence it is 
entitled to all the rights and privileges of any 
other calling. 
On this ground tile trade 
takes its position, and Hie logical conclusion 
must be its release into full liberty and tile 
abandonment of the license system, as un­ 
justly discriminative against an honorable 
pursuit. 
W e infer that this is what the traf­ 
fic is fighting for -free rum. 
This is why it 
resists all measures to tax it more equably, in 
proportion to the taxes paid by other busi­ 
ness interests. 
And those who do not accept 
this view ar* narrow minded and fanatical in 
their opposition. 
On the other side are people who believe 
that the liquor trade is un evil thut should la- 
restrained. 
They contend that the fact that 
it Is legalized docs not lift it to a moral level 
with other trades, does not make it respect­ 
able and honorable. 
They recall the fact 
that the slave trade was once legalized, hut so 
far did it fail of maintaining lls respectability 
in popular opinion that Hie laws began to 
take form against it, and to make their pen 
nltic* mon- and more severe, until men were 
hung for doing the very work that enjoyed 
the sanction of law when they first engaged 
in it. 
In like manner slavery has given way 
to an improved moral sentiment, and even 
Mormon polygamy is beginning to yield 
In 
some chica the licensing of the social evil h a s 


Ik-cii tried, lint the strongest opponents of the 
system were the liquor dealers, because they 
found that legalization lifted the business to 
the same plane of respectability as their own* 
From all of which we may conclude that no 
system of license or of legalization “ car 
blazon erirdeeda or consecrate a crime.” 
The associations of liquor dealers who give 
direction to the sentiment that prevails in 
their business are abort sighted if they do not 
see the tendency of Hie times, and endeavor 
to avert the fate that has overtaken other 
practices once legalized which were found 
to intliet barm upon the community. 
Their 
highest interest demands that they make their 
business honorable anil safe, by conducting 
it not only in strict conformity to law, but 
with due regard to that moral sentiment 
among the people which makes law. 
High 
license offered the trade the opportunity to 
elevate itself in the esteem of the very people 
who hold 
fur it Hie strongest dislike. 
It 
would 
cut 
out 
the 
cheap, nasty 
and 
vicious 
saloons, 
more 
pernicious 
in 
their 
moral 
iutluenca 
than 
any 
other 
resorts 
of vice and crime. 
The 
high license campaign was not aimed al 
"honest men of small means” who arc en­ 
gaged iu the liquor business. 
Very few of 
these men are honest. 
That man is not hon­ 
est who violates any rule of the law—who 
opens Ilia place on Suuday, se lls to minors or 
habitual drunkards, or retails 
spirituous 
drinks when his license permits only the 
milder sort. 
He may have lit Ile respect for 
the law: he may feel that it is the product of 
narrow mindedness and fanaticism; lie may 
regard ids business as equal in bonor to that 
of bi* neighbor who is permitted to sell dour 
at all houra and to every body; hut the law 
was made for him to obey whether it suits 
him or not, and judged by this standard very 
few of the dealers of "small means” are hon­ 
est. 
Aud until the licenses of men who vio­ 
late the law arc taken away, the trade cannot 
truthfully lay claim to res|M.*c(ability or pro­ 
claim itself a "lawful calling.” 
The liquor trade has eventually got to go, 
just as piracy and slavery have gone, hut it 
can prolong its existence many years by an 
honest endeavor to keep even pace with pub­ 
lic sentiment. 
High license has placed the 
trade on an immeasurably higher moral, 
social and business level in Pennsy lvania than 
it lias ever reached in this state. 
And high 
license will keep the trade in existence in 
Pennsylvania long after it has been swept 


a w a y in this state by a Prohibition wave, if 
It continues the arrogance with which a lit­ 
tle transient success has inspired it, and of 
which we are g i v e n a sample in Him quotation 
which forms the text of this article. 


WHISKEY AND R A TTLKSNAKES. 


John McConnell, the Pennsylvania snake 
exhibitor who was bitten in the hand by one 
of his pet rattlers while giving an exhibition 
in New York last Mouday, is getting well 
He had shown such familiarity and fearless 
ness among bis venomous companions, twist 
log them about bis neck and limbs, thrusting 
bis banda into huge nests and grasping them 
roughly, and playing other fool bardy tricks, 
that the accident could hardly been a sur­ 
prise. 
The 
snake which bit 
him 
was 
the mother of a brood of young ones from 
which he had separated ber several hours be 
fore,causing her to become angry. A spectator 
called for this mother and be caught her and 
beld ber up. 
Then another asked for "that 
yellow snake over there,” and this also was 
pulled out from a coiled mass of reptiles. As 
be lifted up the latter, be unfortunately 
brought the baud that beld it within reach of 
the snake that was craped in the other, and 
the bitter at once fastened her fangs in the 
forefinger. 
McConnell sprang from the cage, 
tacked the wound a little, bathed it with a 
preparation that be carries, and hastened to a 
saloon, where be drank a copious draught of 
w hisky. 
Ob bis way borne be consulted a 
physician who cauterized the wound. When 
h e reached bis bouse be began to drink gin, 
as be h ad eo whisky. The band had swelled to 
' tw ice its natural size, the wound turned pur­ 
p le, and during the whole of Mouday night 
( e w e s (Seiiilous. Yesterday m oroiaf,w hile yet 


crazed, he got up and went to the museum, 
where he plunged his* band in among the 
snakes and seized the one that had bit him. 
evidently bent on punishing her. 
He was 
persuaded bv attendants to drop ber and re­ 
turn home. 
The physician then curtailed his 
ratiors to six tablespoonfuls of whisky per 
hour. 
During the afternoon McConnell lay 
iu a stupor, but the doctor attributed this et 
feet to the whisky rather than to the poison. 
Last night he was greatly improved, aud was 
pronounced in a fair way to recovery. W his­ 
ky had triumphed over the snake bile. 
It is 
important, however, lo state the fact that the 
young man is entirely sober in his habits. 
A 
few months ago a person who w qs addicted 
to drunkenness was bitten by a rattlesnake 
and died, the whisky prescription producing 
no effect. 
• 
It would be of no use, of course, to quar­ 
rel with the strange human notion of amuse­ 
ment that enables a man to make a living by 
exhibiting snakes. 
But the guardians of so­ 
ciety have a right to insist that before such 
reptiles ure paraded before the public their 
fangs shall be extracted. There is no remedy 
if a spectator happens to get bitten who Is 
already saturated with " bug juice.” 


A LEGISLATIVE BLUNDER. 


The people of Brooklyn are excited over a 
very serious blunder committed by the Leg­ 
islature during the closing hours of the sis 
siou. 
Mr. Haggerty of that city had intro­ 
duced into the Assembly u constitutional 
amendment for the election of two additional 
Justices of Hic Supreme Court in the second 
judicial district, where they are undoubtedly 
needed,as Judge Brawn was recently drafted 
into Hic second Court of Appeals and Judge 
Bartlett assigned to duty in New York. 
But 
when the bill readied the Senate it was 
amended to create two additional Judges iu 
the first district and one in each of the other 
distric ts, making ten new offices in all. 
The 
Brooklyn newspapers insist that these new 
places are unnecessary, and that they were 
created to gratify the ambition of certain in­ 
fluential lawyers in different parts of the 
state. 
But whether this is true or not, the blunder 
complained of w as in the omission to prop 
erly provide for the election of the additional 
Judges outside of the first and iccond dis­ 
tricts. 
As the smendiuent reads, it will per­ 
mit the people of these two districts to vote 
for Hie election of 
ult 
the judges pro­ 
vided for, those Id Central, Nor! hem anil 
Western New York as well as in their ow n 
district", but makes no provision for a vote in 
the other districts. 
If the amendment 
adopted in its present shape- it will authorize 
the people of two districts and residing chiefly 
in New York and Brooklyn to elect Judge 
for the whole state. 
The Legislature having adjourned, there 
now no remedy unless the Governor calls it 
into extra session, which he is not inclined to 
do. 
Next winter Hie new Legislature can 
correct the blunder, but then the resolution 
will have to go over to Hie legislature of 1*112 
to ta- panned upon n second time, and will not 
reach the people for ratification till the fall 
of that year. 
If the original amendment as 
introduced by Mr. 
Haggerty 
bad gone 
through without change, it 
could 
bav 
reached Hic people in the fall of 1*20. 
The 
blunder may, however, prove a fortunate ar 
cadent for the state at large. 
It will give the 
people of 
the interior districts time to as 
ct rf ai n whether an additional Judge iu ear 
of these- districts, at a salary of $7,200 
year, is an absolute necessity or not.

publicans who know bim as to citizens of bis 
ow n color.—H artford Courant. 
Nine-tenths of the men denounced as “ the 
rich” were as poor 20 or 30 years ugo as the 
men who now denounce them. 
Hard w oik 
thrift and atuhitinu have made them what 
they are. 
If they bad begun with demand 
ing shorter hours for laltor, by going on 
strikes, and by holding meetings to denounce 
weultb, they would ta- as poor as they were 
then.— Chicago Journal. 
When Governor Hill was courting favor 
with the people for renomination to the Gov 
ernorsbip be was particular to draw attention 
to hta care for the-People's interests, displayed 
in inviting those- inlerested in bills awaiting 
bis action to ap|K-ar before bim and oppose or 
advocate their approval.

Indeed, almost the only item that 
shows no great change is that of direct taxa 
lion, wliicTi has risen from $720,000,000 only 
to $892,200,000.

They show that we have uo monopoly of 
progress; our sister republic has her share, 
and a big one it is.

WHISKY ARROGANCE. 
Tbe Liquor Dealers’ Association of New 
York has issued its annual address, and in it 
we find the following remarkable state­ 
ments : 
The Irath cannot be denied that in our time no 
other lawful calling in this free land of ours is so 
persistently and unjustly deuounoed and bounded 
by a narrow-minded and fanatical opposition as the 
trade in which we are engaged. The opposition took 
form last fall in an organized effort to have the busi- 
neas of liquor selling concentrated in the hands of 
a few. and to establish a privileged class of liquor 
dealers by foisting upon the state a so-called high 
license law. As the champion of this movement ap­ 
peared Warner Miller, the Republican candidate for 
Governor. The people of our state through the bal­ 
lot box have repudiated the contemplated injustice 
to drive from the business of dealing in liquors hon­ 
est men of small means. It gives us special satis­ 
faction to point to the prominent part which the 
members of this association have taken in the con­ 
test whicn was forced upon us. This association 
has borne its share of the burdens and has materi­ 
ally contributed toward compassing the defeat of 
Warner Miller. 
It is quite evident from the first sentence 
here quoted that the liquor dealers regard 
their trade as wholly respectable, and quite 
as honorable and unexceptionable as the sell­ 
ing of dry goods, the manufacture of farm­ 
ing implements, or the instruction of chil­ 
dren. It is a “lawful calling,” hence it is 
entitled to all the rights and privileges of any 
other calling. On this ground the trade 
takes its position, and the logical conclusion 
must be its release into full liberty aud the 
abandonment of the license system, as un­ 
justly discriminative against an honorable 
pursuit. We infer that this is what the traf­ 
fic is fighting for—free rum. This is why it 
resists all measures to tax it more equably, in 
proportion to the taxes paid by other busi­ 
ness interests. And those who do not accept 
this view are narrow minded and fanatical in 
their opposition. 
On the other side are people who believe 
that the liquor trade is an evil that should be 
restrained. They contend that, the fact that 
it is legalized does not lift it to a moral level 
with other trades, does not make it respect­ 
able and honorable. They recall the fact 
that the slave trade was once legalized, hut so 
far did it fail of maintaining its respectability 
in popular opinion that the laws began to 
take form against it, and to make their pen 
alties more and more severe, until men were 
hung for doing the very work that enjoyed 
the sanction of law when they first engaged 
in it. In like manner slavery has given way 
to an improved moral sentiment, and even 
Mormon polygamy is beginning to yield. In 
some cities the licensing of the social evil has 
been tried, but the strongest opponents of the 
system were the liquor dealers, because they 
fouud that legalization lifted the business to 
the same plane of respectability as their own 
From all of which wc may conclude that no 
system of license or of legalization “ can 
blazon evil'deeds or consecrate a crime.” 
The associations of liquor dealers who give 
direction to the sentiment that prevails in 
their business are short-sighted if they do not 
see the tendency of the times, and endeavor 
to avert the fate that has overtaken other 
practices once legalized which were fouud 
to inllict harm upon the community. Their 
highest interest demands that they make their 
busiuess honorable and safe, by conducting 
it not only in strict conformity to law, but 
with due regard to that moral sentimen 
among the people which makes law. High 
license offered the trade the opportunity to 
elevate itself in the esteem of the very people 
who hold for it the strongest dislike. It 
would cut out the cheap, nasty and 
vicious 
saloons, 
more 
pernicious 
in 
their 
moral 
influence 
than 
any 
other resorts of vice and crime. 
The 
high license campaign was not aimed at 
“ honest men of small means” who are en­ 
gaged in the liquor business. 
Very few of 
these men are honest. That man is not hon­ 
est who violates any rule of the law—who 
opens his place on Sunday, sells to minors or 
habitual drunkards, or retails spirituous 
drinks when his license permits only the 
milder 9ort. He may have little respect for 
the law: he may feel that it is the product of 
narrow-mindedness and fanaticism; he may 
regard his business as equal in honor to that 
of his neighbor who is permitted to sell flour 
at all hours and to everybody; but the law 
was made for him to obey wLethcr it suits 
him or not, and judged by this standard very 
few of the dealers of “small means” are hon­ 
est. Aud until the licenses of men who vio 
late the law are taken away, the trade cannot 
truthfully lay claim to respectability or pro­ 
claim itself a “lawful calling.” 
The liquor trade has eventually got to go, 
just as piracy and slavery have gone, but it 
can prolong its existence many years by an 
honest endeavor to keep even pace with pub­ 
lic sentiment. High license has placed the 
trade on an immeasurably higher moral, 
social and business level in Pennsylvania than 
it has ever reached in this state. And high 
license will keep the trade in existence in 
Pennsylvania long after it has been swept 
away in this state by a Prohibition wave, if 
it continues the arrogance with which a lit­ 
tle transient success has inspired it, and of 
which we are given a sample in the quotation 
which forms the text of this article. 


crazed, he got up and went to the museum, 
where he plunged his* hand in among the 
snakes and seized the one that had bit him.

During the afternoon McConnell lay 
in a stupor, but the doctor attributed this ef­ 
fect to the whisky rather than to the poison. 
Last night he was greatly improved, and was 
prouounced in a fair way to recovery. Whis­ 
ky had triumphed over the snate bite. It is 
important, however, to state the fact that tbe 
young man is entirely sober in his habits. A 
few months ago a person who was addicted 
to drunkenness was bitten by a rattlesnake 
and died, the whisky prescription producing 
no effect. 
• 
It would be of no use, of course, to quar­ 
rel with the strange human notion of amuse­ 
ment that enables a man to make a living by 
exhibiting snakes. But the guardians of so­ 
ciety have a right to insist that before such 
reptiles are paraded before the public their 
fangs shall be extracted. There is no remedy 
if a spectator happens to get bitten who is 
already saturated with “ bug juice.” 


A LEGISLATIVE BLUNDER. 
The people of Brooklyn are excited over a 
very serious blunder committed by the Leg­ 
islature during the closing hours of the sts- 
siou. Mr. Haggerty of that city had intro­ 
duced into the Assembly a constitutional 
amendment for the election of two additional 
Justices of the Supreme Court in the second 
judicial district, where they are undoubtedly 
needed,as Judge Brown was recently drafted 
into the second Court of Appeals aud Judge 
Bartlett assigned to duty in New York. But 
when the bill reached the Senate it was 
amended to create two additional Judges in 
the first district and one in each of the other 
districts, making ten new offices in all. The 
Brooklyn newspapers insist that these new 
places are unnecessary, and that they were 
created to gratify the ambition of certain in­ 
fluential lawyers in different parts of the 
state. 
But w hether this is true or not, the blunder 
complained of was in the omission to prop­ 
erly provide for the election of the additional 
Judges outside of the first and second dis­ 
tricts. As the amendment reads, it will per­ 
mit the people of these two districts to vote 
for the election of all the judges pro 
vided for, those in Central, Northern and 
Western New York as well as in their own 
districts, but makes no provision for a vote iu 
the other districts. 
If the amendment is 
adopted in its present shape it will authorize 
the people of two districts and residing chiefly 
in New York and Brooklyn to elect Judges 
for the whole state. 
The Legislature having adjourned, there is 
now no remedy unless the Governor calls it 
into extra session, which he is not inclined to 
do. Next winter the new Legislature can 
correct the bluuder, but then the resolution 
will have to go over to the Legislature of 1892 
to be passed upon a second time, and will not 
reach the people for ratification till the fall 
of that year. If the original amendment as 
introduced by Mr. Haggerty had gone 
through without change, it could have 
reached the people in the fall of 1890. The 
blunder may, however, prove a fortunate ac 
cident for the state at large. It will give the 
people of the interior districts time to as 
certain w hether an additional Judge iu each 
of these districts, at a salary of $7,200 a 
year, is an absolute necessity or not.

There is a pretty good object lesson in 
optimism in the condition of France to-da 
as compared with that of a hundred years 
ago. Then there was not a savings bank in 
tiie country; now there are deposits in such 
institutions aggregating $.r>00,000,000. Then 
the gross value of personal property was 
$60,000.000; now it is $1,6(H),000,000. Then 
the national income was $600,000,000 a year 
now it is $6,000,000.000. Then land was 
worlh on the average $40 an acre; now it is 
worth $135. Then there were 10.000,000 
acres of 
wheat 
at 
11 bushels an 
acre; now there arc 17,500,000 acres 
at 
18 bushels each. 
Then 
agri­ 
cultural labors got 13 cents a day; now they 
gel 50 cents. Then it cost the government 
$22,500,000 to collect a revenue of $135.000,- 
000: now it costs $3.500,000 to collect $600,- 
000,000. Indeed, almost the only item that 
shows no great change is that of direct taxa­ 
tion. whicli has risen from $726,000,000 only 
to $892,21)0,000.

San F rancisco, May 22.—The 
Belgic arrived yesterday bringing 
aud Japan advices to May 2. 
The Japan Mail states that an earthquake 
of the most unusual character was recorded 
at 2:07 P. m., on April 18, in the Seismologi- 
cal Observatory of the Imperial University 
at Tokio. The peculiarity of the phenome­ 
non was not in its violence, but in the extreme 
slowness of its oscillations, it takiug from 
four to seven secouds to complete oue forward 
and hack motion, chiefly in a horizontal planfi 
lying south and north. There were a few 
vertical motions, however, of equally slow 
periods. The phenomenon lasted 10 minutes 
and 36 seconds. No damage was done. 
Yokohama papers give an account of the 
severe punishment of two Japanese journal­ 
ists who published, with a sketch of the new 
liberal constitution, a picture of askeleton on 
the Emperor’s throne. One was sentenced to 
three years’ imprisonment and fined, while 
the other received one year in prisou aud was 
fined.

R E C A L L IN G A 
R E C E N T D ISA ST ER . 


Survivor« o f th e Va nda l!a Send L etter« to 
th e Sitter of lb * La te Capt. Schoonm a ker. 
Mrs. H. D. Harrow , of Kingston, has re­ 
ceived letters from several of the officers and 
men of the Vandal ¡a, giving in detail the 
movements of that vessel during the hurri­ 
cane at the Sam oan Islands, which resulted 
in the destruction of the ship s and the death 
of Cap tain Marius Schoonmaker, Mrs. H ar­ 
row ’s brother. 
E xtracts from the letters 
follow. 
H enry A. W iley, a naval cadet, 
writes in p art: 
Cap tain Schoonmafeer’s memory will live lone 
among those who knew him best, those who faced 
death with him. It was a very sad death indeed, but 
something that no earthly p ower could have p revent 
ed. In his life he lived the life of a Christian, and at 
his death died the death of a hero, in the conscien­ 
tious p erformance of his duties. There must be a 
home in a brighter world for him. Please remember 
that in vour distress the family have the heartfelt 
symp athy of all the officers of the ill-fateti ship , and 
his memory shall ever remain dear to us. As our com • 
manding officer every one honored him, aDd as an 
individual we all esteemed and 
admired him. 
Up on leaving here in January we went with all p os­ 
sible disp atch to Ap ia. We had been in the harbor 
three weeks p revious to the hurricane. During that 
time we had three gales, but no serious consequences 
resulted. On March 14 the indications were that we 
would have a gale, and p rep arations were made to 
meet It. In the afternoon it liegan to blow very 
hard, and by 8 o'clock it was blowing a gale. I had 
the watch on the forecastle from 8 to 12. The Cap 
tain, the First Lieutenant, the Navigator and the Of­ 
ficer of the Deck were all on deck. By 1 a. 
m. we 
were dragging our anchors, and at 4 a. m. all the of­ 
ficers were called on deck. Just before I got up on 
deck I heard some one call to the ap othecary to 
bring some brandy,saying the Cap tain was hurt. It 
seems that while p assing along by the wheel the 
ship rolled suddenly and threw him against the 
wheel. The blow was a very severe one, and was a 
great disadvantage to him later. When he recov­ 
ered sufficiently ne went back to the p oop deck, 
w here he remained until he was washed overboard. 
We collided with other ship s several times, and 
when it was evident that nothing could lie done to 
save the ship an attem p t was made to beach her. 
In trying to get to the beach the ship struck the 
all

coral reef aud was immediately hurled out towards 
the sea. Nothing could be done then but wait 
further develop ments and hop e, almost against 
hop e, that the storm would abate. It was about 11 
a. m.. when we struck aud by 1 p . u the ship had 
flooded and settled down so tnat the water was up 
even with the up p er rail. Most rf the officers were 
on the p oop ,the Cap tain still remaining in his former 
p ositiou. We were comp elled to take to the rigging. 
All succeeded in getting safely in the rigging excep t 
the Cap tain, Mr. Carlin, aud tliose who were washed 
overboard. Mr. Carliu stood by the Cap tain as long 
as p ossible, and when he saw it was hop eless to ex­ 
p ect to remain on the p oop against the heavy seas, 
urged the Cap taiu to take to the rigging. He would 
not go, however, as he said he knew if he went iiito 
the rigging he was so dizzy he would fall out aud be 
killed. The exp osure he had suffered, having been 
up two nights and oue day without sleep or rest, the 
bioow which he had received, and the force with 
which the heavy seas broke over and stmck him. all 
tended to weaken him ami be seemed to realize that 
he could not p ossibly avoid death. It wus sad, and 
the more so that we were unable to lend a help ing 
hand. I was thrown into the water before your 
brother and did not witness the heart-rending scene. 
I inquired as to the exact circum>tances of the death 
alter the survivors cot on shore, and it seems that 
while still clinging to the p cop the gun carriage for­ 
ward a small howitzer came adrift and was thrown 
across the deck. The carriage stiuck him and dazed 
him so that his hold was loosen» d on the rail, when 
another heavy sea struck him with tremendous force 
and washed him overboard. In bis condition, of 
course, he was entirely unable to make an effort, 
and be died without a struggle. Within five miu- 
utes of his own deatli his servants were washed 
overboard and kill. d. A descrip tion of a body found 
along the beach east of the wreck was brought in, 
and from it it was believed to be the body of our 
Cap tain. It was resp ectably buried on some p rivate 
p rop erty. I do not think that any of his p rivate 
effects were saved, as the cabin had been rammed 
by another ship and was well under water. We 
earned the news to Honolulu by the mail steamer 
on which we took p assage for San Francisco. '1 he 
Cap tain and Paymaster were well known there and 
had a great many fritnds. A memorial service was 
said tne next day at the church where they had been 
regular attendants. 
This from a letter written by Charles N. 
Rip ley, Ensign: 
As 


which I, at times, still have hop es of awakening. I 
symp athize with you all most deep ly. In your grief 
you do not mourn alone, for our brave Cap taiu was 
endeared to us all. and liis death is a loss most 
deep ly felt, not only by the surviving officers and 
men of the Vandalia. hut by the entire naval service. 
To our country the ship s are nothing, but the lives 
never can be rep laced. They were sacrificed, how­ 
ever, in up holding our flag and the honor of the Na­ 
tion. the same as if in battle, for we were at Samoa 
to p rotect our rights, if need be, by force. In answer 
to your question relative to collision with the Calliop e, 
I quote the followiug from the official rep ort, dated 
Ap ia. Samoa. March 17: “ The eugines were running 
full sp eed, the hatches and skylights had been bat­ 
tened down, hut the sea tore away many of the tar­ 
p aulins and washed away the gratings. Soon after 
daylight we drifted down close to H. M. S. Calliop e 
and were in great danger of being cut down by her 
steel i am. In p lunging about the harbor we crossed 
the how of the Calliop e several times, clearing her 
only by a few feet. Several times we al-o lay along­ 
side of her with the lower yards of either vessel al­ 
most touching the sides of the other. 
When 
under

when seas would raise the bow of that vessel her 
keel could be seen for some distance. She seemed 
to be standing on end with her steel ram hanging 
over our quarter at about the heighthof ourinizzen- 
top . We continued to drag towards her. Finally 
the two vessels collided. Our starboard quarter 
galley and gig w ereciit away and a'l of the other 
vessels, heau-hop wS-weresnap p ed 
ward we fouled the Calliop e again and her ram cut 


As yet I can hardly realize myself what has hap - 
isiieu. It all seems like a frightfui nightmare from 


off. Soon after- 
op e 
us down just forw ard of the starboard quurter gal­ 
ley. After this the Calliop e slip p ed her moorings 
and succeeded in getting to sea. The water began 
to gain on our steam p ump s and the deck bilge 
u steadily worked until we 
as they bent to their work. 
p ump s were manned an 
struck, the men singing 
While we were engaged in trying to keep clear of 
the Calliop e our wheel rop es were earned away. 
The first cutter and both whale boats were swep t 
away aud the second cutter was badly stove.” I 
will add that had it not been for the skill 
disp layed 
by 
our 
Cap tain 
in 
handling 
the 
vandalia 
when 
under 
the 
bows 
of 
the Calliop e we would have been cut down amid­ 
ship s, and have gone down off the most dangerous 
p art of the reef with all hands. None could have 
been saved. While maooeuvering to clear the Cal­ 
liop e the Cap tain was struck on the left side of the 
head by one of the sp okes of the wheel, cutting his 
ear slightly, but otherwise not injuring him seri­ 
ously. He remained at .his p ost. At 10:40 a . m . we 
struck on the reef, and were in the breakers when 
the Vandalia began to break up and also to sink. 
Tremendous seas were boarding us, each one wash­ 
ing away one or more men. The Cap tain, with sev­ 
eral others, was washed from the p oop deck about 
noon. A p iece of the deck and the carriage of the 
three-inch rifled howitzer went over with him. Al­ 
though struck by the wheel of the howitzer, the 
Cap tain was not killed, and I do not believe that he 
was seriously injured, as he swam a short distaDce 
before drowning. The Cap tain was drowned about 
noon of March 18. The Vaudalia was wrecked March 
15, the date given in newsp ap ers and rep orts being 
the sixteenth, but this is Australian time. We were 
keep ing Australian tune for convenience. Samoa is 
this Bide of the one-hundred and eightieth meridian. 
I left Samoa on March 30, and up to that time noth­ 
ing had been recovered that could he identified as 
belonging to the Cap tain. 
George W illiam s,late schoolmaster on the 
V andalia, writes: 
Cap tain Schoonmaker was a great favorite both 
with his officers and his men. I was lying on the 
left side of him on the p oop deck and if he was hurt 
I did not know it nor did he comp lain. You sp eak 
of his extreme exhaustion. Picture to yourself a 
man lying on an op en deck, struck every few mo­ 
ments and covered by waves which p icked tbe^gun- 
boat Adler up and cast her 150 yards on the coral 
reefs. 1 consider it almost a miracle that any were 
saved under the circumstances. 1 most sincerely 
symp athize with you m your sorrow. You have the 
CJnsolatioB that he died at his p ost of duly honored 
and beloved by all those who knew him. 
Well do I 
and long wifi I remember his k i ndiv face and voice 
when on Sunday he would noLl divine service, offi­ 
ciating himself and offer up p rayers to the Almighty 
for our salvation. It surely was a great loss and no 
one who was on the p oop deck was saved but those 
who had the endurance to stand the terrible beating 
of the waves.

RECALLING A 
RECENT DISASTER. 


Survivors o f th e V andalia Send L e tte rs to 
tb s S later of th o L ate Copt. S choonm aker. 
Mrs. H. D. Ilarrow, of Kingston, bas re­ 
ceived letters from severs! of the officers and 
men of tbs Vandalia, giving in detail the 
movements of that vessel during the hurri­ 
cane at the Samoan Islands, which resulted 
in the destruction of the shit a and the death 
of Captain Murius Schoonmaker, Mrs. Dar- 
row’s brother. 
Extracts from the letters 
follow. 
Henry A. Wiley, a naval cadet, 
writes in part: 
Captain Schoonmaker'* memory will live long 
among those who knew him hest, those who faced 
death with him It was a very sad death indeed, but 
something that no earthly power could have prevent 
eil. In his life be lived the fife of a Christian, and at 
his death died the death of a hero, in the consolan 
Uous performance of bis duties. There must he a 
home in a brighter woild for him. Please remember 
that in your distress the family have the heartfelt 
sympathy of all the officers of the ill fate*. ship, and 
bis memory shall ever remain dear to us. As our cora 
mending officer every one honored him, and as an 
individual we all esteemed and 
admired him. 
Upon leaving here In January we went with all pos­ 
sible dispatch to Apu. We had been in the harbor 
three weeks previous to the hurricane. During that 
tune we bod three gales, but no serious consequences 
resulted. On March 14 the indications w ere that we 
would have a gale, and preparations were made to 
meet it. In the afternoon it liegan to blow very 
bard, and by 8 o'clock it was blowing a gale 
I hail 
the watch on the forecastle from 8 to 12. The Csp 
Iola, the First Lieutenant, the Navigator and the Of­ 
ficer of tile Deck were all on deck. By I a. u we 
were dragging our anchors, And at 4 a. m ail the of­ 
ficers were called on deck. Just before I got upon 
deck I heard some one coll to the apothecary to 
bring some brandy,saying the Captain was burt. It 
seems that while (lansing along br the wheel the 
snip rolled suddruly aud threw him against the 
wheel. The blow was a very severe one. aud wait a 
great disadvantage to him later. When he recov­ 
ered sufficiently he went back to the poop deck, 
where he remained until be was washed overboard 
We collided with other ships several times, and 
when it was evident that nothing could lie done to 
save the ship an attem pt was nude to beach ber. 
In try ing to get to the beach the ship struck the 
coral reef aud was immediately hurled out towards 
the sea 
Nothing could to done then but wait 
further developments and hope, almost against 
hope, that the storm would abate 
It was about ll 
a. U.. when we struck aud by I p. u the ship had 
flooded aud settled down so m at the water was up 
even with the upper rail. Vost f f the officers were 
on the poop.the Captain still remaining in his former 
position. 
We were compelled to take lo the rigging. 
All suet reded iii getting safely in tho rigging except 
the Captain. Mr. Carlin, aud those who were washed 
overboard. 
Mr. Carlin stood by the ( sprain as tong 
as possible, and when he saw It was hopeless to ex­ 
pect to remain on the poop against the heavy seas, 
uiged the Captain to take to the rigging 
He would 
not go, however, ft| he said he knew lf be went into 
the tigging he was so duty he would fall oui aud be 
killed

I wa« throwu into the water before your 
brother and did not witness the heart rending scene. 
I inquired as to tbeexact circumstances of the death 
atter the survivors cot on shote, and it seems that 
while still clinging to the poop the gun carriage for­ 
ward a small Dow dier came adrift and was thrown 
across the deck. Tile carriage shuck bim and dazed 
bim so that his hold wa- l.x>*en> d on the rail, wbeu 
another heavy sea struck bim with innii-nd.’Uft force 
and washed him overheat'd. In his condition, of 
course, he wa* entirely unable to make an effort, 
and be died without u struggle. Within five min- 
u hs of his own death his servants were washed 
overboard and kill. d. A dcact ipticu of a body found 
alone the beach east ot the w reck was brought in, 
and from ll it was believed to Is* the body of our 
Captain.

you do not mourn alone, for our brave Captain was 
endeared to us all. and Ids death is a loss must 
deeply felt, not ouly bv the surviving officer* and 
men of the Vandalia, but by the entire natal Bendee. 
To our country Die ship. are nothing, but the lives 
never can lie replaced. They were eacriflced. how­ 
ever, rn upholding our flag and the honor of the Na­ 
tion. the name as if in tattle, for we were al Samoa 
to protect our rights, if used tie. by fore**. In answer 
to your quest ion relative toe* biniou with the Calliope, 
I quote the following from Ilia official re|>ort, dated 
Aula, Sumos. March IT: '“I he engines were running 
full sliced, the hatches and skylights had been ta t­ 
tooed dew ti. but the sea tore awny many of the tar­ 
paulins and washed away the gratings.

Mrs. H. D. Darrow, of Kingston, has re­ 
ceived letters from several of the officers and 
men of the Vandalia, giving in detail the 
movements of that vessel durimr the hurri­ 
cane at the Samoan Islands, which resulted 
in the destruction of the ships and the death 
of Captain Marius Schoonmaker, Mrs. Dar­ 
row's brother. 
Extracts from the letters 
follow. 
Henry A. Wiley, a naval cadet, 
writes in part: 
Captain Schoonm aker's m em ory will live lone 
am ong those who knew him best, those who faced 
death with him. It was a very sad death indeed, but 
something that no earthly power could have prevent 
In his life be lived the life of a Christian, and at 
ed. 
his death died the death of a hero, in the conscieu- 
tious perform ance of his duties. There m ust be 
home in a brighter world for him. Please rem em ber 
th at in vour distress the fam ily have the heartfelt 
sym pathy of all the officers of the ill-fated ship, and 
Ins memory shall ever rem ain dear to us. As our com 
iuandiug officer every ODe honored him, and as an 
individual we all esteem ed aud 
adm ired him. 
Upon leaving here in January we w ent with all pos­ 
sible dispatch to Apia. We had been in the harbor 
three weeks previous to the hurricane. During that 
time we had three gales, but no serious consequences 
resulted. On M arch 14 the indications were th a t we 
would have a gale, and preparations were m ade to 
meet it. In tne afternoon it liegan to blow very 
hard, and by 8 o'clock it was blowmg a gale. I had 
the w atch on the forecastle from 8 to 12. The Cap 
tain, the First Lieutenant, the N avigator and the Of­ 
ficer of the Deck were all on deck. By X a . u . we 
were dragging our anchors, and a t 4 a . m. all the of­ 
ficers were called on deck. Ju st before I got upon 
deck I heard some one coll to the apothecary to 
bring some brandy.sayiug the Captain was h u rt. It 
seems th at while passing along by the wheel the 
snip rolled suddenly and threw him against the

Soon after 
daylight we drifted down close to H. M. S. Calliope 
and were in great daoger of being cut down bv her 
steel i am. In plunging about the harbor we crossed 
the bow of the Calliope several times, clearing her 
only by a few feet. Several tim es we also lay along­ 
side of her with the lower yards of either vessel al­ 
most touching the sides of 
the other.

when seas would raise the bow of that vessel her 
keel could be seen for some distance. She seemed 
to be standing on end with her steel ram hanging 
over our quarter at about the helghth oftm r mizzen- 
top.

Al­ 
though struck by the wheel of the howitzer, the 
Captain was not killed, and I do not believe th at he 
was seriously injured, as he swam a short distance 
before drowning. The Captain was drowued about 
noon of March li>. The V andalia was w recked March 
15, the date given in new spapers and reports being 
the sixteenth, but this is A ustralian time. We were 
keeping A ustralian tune for convenience. Sam oa is 
this side of the one-hundred and eightieth meridian. 
I left Sam oa on M arch SO, and up to th at tim e noth­ 
ing had been recovered th a t could be identified as 
belonging to the Captain. 
George Williams,late schoolmaster on the 
Vandalia, writes: 
C aptain Schoonm aker was a great favorite both 
w ith his officers and his men. I was lying on the 
left side of him on the poop deck and if he was hurt 
I did not know it nor did he complain. You speak 
of his extrem e exhaustion. Picture to yourself a 
man lying on an open deck, struck every few mo­ 
m ents and covered by waves which picked thejgun- 
boat Adler up and cast her 150 yards on the coral 
reefs. 1 consider it alm ost a m iracle th a t any were 
saved under the circum stances. I most sincerely 
sym pathize with you iu your sorrow. Y'ou have the 
cjosolatioh th a t he died at his post of duty honored 
and beloved by all those who knew him. 
Well do I 
and long will I rem em ber bis kmdlv face and voice 
when on Sunday he would hold divine service, offi­ 
ciating himself and offer up prayers to the Almighty 
for our salvation. It surely was a great loss and no 
one who was on the poop deck was saved but those 
who had the endurance to stand the terrible beating 
of the waves.
